There are 
some patients they do not w-ant 
taken aw-ay, becau-w they arc good 
workers.

We arc at this moment in the midst 
of one of those indnstrial breakdowns 
that periodicallr paralyze the life of 
the iiatiun. The mneh-boasted era of 
(»ur national prosperity has been fol* 
lowed by one of general misery. Fac- 
toriea, milU and mines are closed. 
Milliuos of men, ready, willing and 
able to pro%’H!e the nation with 
all the necessaries and com¬ 
forts of life, arc forced into 
idleness and starration. Wi.hin re¬ 
cent times the trusts and monopolies 
hare attained an enormous and men¬ 
acing des’clopnient. 'ITiry have ac- 
nnired the power to dictate the terms 
upon which we shall be allowed to 
live. The trusts fix the price of our 
bread, meat and sugar, of our eoal, oil 
and clothing, of our raw outerial and 
machinery, of all the necessities of life. 

The present desperatt condition of 
the workers has been made the op¬ 
portunity for a renewed onslaught on 
orginixed labor. The highest courts 
of th- --^ntry have within the last 
yeai rci4.,ered decision after decision 
deprivnig the workers of rights which 
they had won by generations of 
struggle. 

The attempt to destroy the West¬ 
ern Federation of Miners, although 
defeated by the solidarity of organued 
labor and the Socialist moremeot. re¬ 
vealed the existence of a far-reachtng 
and unscrupulous conspiracy by the 
of'ulOT*** *1^*”** *l>^ organization* 

In their efforts to take the lives of 
the leaders of the miners Ike 
conspirators violated the stats laws 
and the federal constitution ro a man¬ 
ner seldom equaled even in a coun¬ 
try so completely dominated by the 
grofit^ckiiig class as is the United 

Tlic congress of the United States 
has shown its contempt for the in¬ 
terests of labor as plainly and un- 
mist’akably as have the other benches 
of ^ government The laws for 
which the labtir organizations have 
continually petitioned have failed to 
pass. Ijiws ostensibly enacted for the 
benefit of labor have been distorted 
against labor. 

The working class of the United 
States cannot expect any remedy 
for its wrongs from the pres¬ 
ent rating class or from the dominant 
parties. So long as a small number 
of individuals are permitted to control 
the sources of the nation's wealth 
for their private profit, in com¬ 
petition with each other and for the 
exploitation of their fetlowmesi. m- 
dusirial depres.sions are boond to oc¬ 
cur at certaiu interral*. No currency 
reforms or other legislative measure 
proposed by capitalist reformers can 
avaJ agaifut these fasti results of ot¬ 
ter aiurchy in productiosL 

Individual competition leads in¬ 
evitably to combinations and trusts. 
No amount of government regulation, 
or of publicity, or of restrictive legis¬ 
lation. will arrest the natural course 
of modero indostrial development 

While our courts, legislatures 
and executive offices remain in the 
hands of the ruling classes and their, 
agents, the government wilt be used | 


in the Hiterests of diese classes as 
against the toilm. 

Polktcbl parties are but the expres¬ 
sion of ecooofntc class intcreMs. The 
: Republican, the Democratic and the 
I so-called ‘indepeodenee* parties, and 
all parties other than the S<Kialiit 
|party.«are financed, directed and con- 
! trolled by the represeatattres of drf- 
|fcrent grocpi of the ruling class. 

Tn tlie maintenance of class grwern- 
ment both the Democratic and Kepub- 
liean Arties have been equally gmlt y 
The Republican party has luui con¬ 
trol of the ^ional gorermnent and 
has ^eu directly and actively re¬ 
sponsible for these w*rongs. The 
Dcmociatie party, while saved from 
direct responsibility by its political 
impotence, has shown itself equally 
subservient to the aims of the capi¬ 
talist class whenever and wherever it 
has been in po«*er. The old chattel 
slave owning aristocracy of the south, 
which was the backl»ofie of the 
Democratic party, has been sapplaut- 
ed by a child slave plutocracy. In the 
great cities of our country the Demo¬ 
cratic party is allied with the criminal 
element of the slirms. as the Repub¬ 
lican party is allied with the pr^a- 
tnpr crimiuals of the palace, in main¬ 
taining the iatcrevt of the possessing 
class. 

The various "rcforni** movements 
and parties which have sprung up 
within recent years are but the clumsy < 
exprcsMoii of widespread |K>pular dis-, 
content. Tbty are not based on 
an intelligent understanding of 
the historical development of civil-1 
icatoa and of the economic and poli-: 
tical seeds of our time. Ibey are 
bound to perish as the numerous mid¬ 
dle class reform movements of the 
past have perished.

Athens, in the -Age of Pericles, 
is one. Here, for the free population, the problem of making a living 
was solved, and time could be given to higher things than dnidgeri-. 
In that age there were prxxluced athletes, artists, poets, sculptors and 
philosojihers such as have never yet been excelled in any age. Today, 
with the machine to take the jdace of the slave pojmlation of Athens, 
we lave the opportunity to again inaugurate such an era. and this again 
is the vision that dominates the 5 iociaIist and compels him to striye to
